Hence the other large cities, 
hot-beds of Republicanism, acted wisely 
in witbholding active assistance to the 
Parisians. For whet avail would it have 
been to erect a model Repablic vo which 
the mass of Frenchmen were opposed ? 
The course adopted by the Republicams 
out of Paris, whetber the result of 
design or enforced by the Versaillist 
Government, was a wise one. France 
required peace, not anarchy, Besides 


that, a Republic erected by the sword}. 


could sot last. A French Kepublic, to 
be durable, must depend on a pataral 
outgrowth of French opinion ; and the 
surest way to secure that end was by 
respect for the laws, by maintaining or- 
der, by peacefal agitation, by legislation, 
in fact by extending a liberal and gene ~ 
ous support to the Provisional Goveru- 
ment. The Parisian rebellion was ill- 
timed, as the result shows. It was like 
numbers of rebellions in otber patious 
But still they bave been useful in sdsan- 
cing society. So it will be with the ill- 
fated Parisian Republic. ‘The terrible 
struggle extending from the 18ih March 
to the 28th May, will teach a lesson in 
government not only to the French peo- 
ple, bat to all other European natiousl- 
vies, The very atrocities into which 
’ the’ Parisiana were hurried, the vindic- 
tive punishment meeted out to them by 
the Provisional Government, all wil 
draw attention to the priuciples of ao 
Federal Republic as advocated by Com- 
monisis, . They williconseqoently learn 
@ lesson, and after the terrur bes disap- 
peared, Republicanism in France will 
gtow stronger than ever. ‘There is 
nothing in the principles of the Commun- 
iéts which can be considered more objec- 
‘tionable than can be fyuod.iu.the United 
States. “Yet tho latter Government is a 
proud success. The Paris Commune did 
not ask for the doctrines of Foarirism to 
be enforced. They simply asked that 
France be divided up into Communes, 
the same as the American Republics are 
divided up into States ; that the anion of 
the Communes, like "the union of ‘the 
States, should form a Federal Republic ; 
and that each Commune shuold, like a 
State of the United States, or a Province 
of the Dominion, bave its exclusive rights 
that could not be taken away without its 
consent. We certainly can see nothing 
seriously wrong in such a theory,— 
nothing but what has been worked 
out by the Anglo-Saxon race in America. 
Why, then, the Communists should be so 
ply condemned, we know not, 
he names of Rouge, Red Republican, 
Communist scare men, not only in 
France but abroad, But the day will 
come when'the principles of the illfated 
rebellion of Paris will be extolled to the 
skies. “What the world must condemn in 
the Communists is their resorting to 
bloodshed to secure their form of Re 
publicanism, and the atrocities of which 
they have been guilty. The severity 
however with which the Vereailliste are 
penishing the rebels will not fail to 
create for the latter a large measare of 
sympathy both at home and abroad, and 
eventually resct on the Provisional gov 
eroment. The latter however is not 
likely to last long. France in all prob- 
ability will follow a similar course to 
Spein,—and after keeping the republic 
slive for a time will restore the mon- 
archy, which in the course of events will 
be ted by a Commenist re

Owing to the admirabls plan adopted by 
McMahon, for storming the barricades held 
by the Commune;'his troops did not suffer 
heavily during the seven days fighting in the 
sreets. The loss to his army is altogether 
2,876, while, according to most reliable esti- 
mates, the loss of the insurgents is over 
fifteen times as great. 

It is stated on good authority, that among 
the unfortunate persons lteld as hostages in 
prison in La Roquet, who were mucdered, 
were ten nuns . 

On Saturday the insurgent prisoners at 
Tartary madé a desperate effort to escape. 
Thry at fire to the straw given them to sleep 
on, and in the confusion which followed the 
breaking out of the flames, sixty-two es¢aped. 
Twenty-four have been captured. 

The French Government will ask the ex- 
tradition of all the Communist chiefs, who 
have already. taken, or who may take, refuge 
in England, as under French law they are re- 
garded as criminals, who come within the 
terme of the Extradition Treaty. 

A dispatch from Paris last night, says the 
firemen from Antwerp are now entering Paris. 
The fire in the Hotei de Ville is extioguisbed. 

Paschal and. Groussett, two principal lead- 
ers of the insurgents, bave not beén dis- 
covered. It is believed they are alive and 


| are hiding. 


Since eight o’clock last evening, when the 
entire city may be said to have been in the 
bands of the Versaillists, priests aud cabs 
have been again making their appearance in 
the streets. 

This morning the firing had ceased. The 
Communist great rebellion gave its last gasp. 
The remnaut of the insurgents have laid 
down their arms, and the diama is over. 

10,000 prisoners are now passing through 
Rue Lafayette, most of them -barcheaded, 
with their uniforms turoed” inside out. 
Among them are 2000 regulars, who went 
over to the insurgents at the outset of the 
rebellion.

The last bope ot the insurgents was 
crushed yesterday, in the temetery of Pere la 
Chaise. 

Three thousand prisoners arrived yester- 
day. The disarmament of Nationals is pro- 
ceeding ; multitudes are arrested. 

Panis, May 29—The fighting at Belleville. 
Meudon, and La Chaise was desperate; no 
quarter given to man, woman, or child. 

Military law is established. Executions 
are progressing ia the Champs de Mars, Park 
au Monierux, and the Hotel de Ville. Fifty 
to a huodred at one time are shot. 

None are permitted to leave without McMa- 
hon's signature. 

Nearly every member of the Commune is 
shot or executed as taken. 

Provisions are scarce. 

The Western and Orleans lines are open 
to-day to goods and traffic. Exit to persons 
is forbidden. 

New Yous, May 29—A Versailles corres- 
pondent telegraphs that De Lesciase, Dek- 
gate and Minister of War uoder the defunct 
Commuse, was shot by his guards and in- 
stantly killed, on Saturday night, ih attempt- 
ing to escape. 

The trials of the Communist leaders. taken 
alive commence duriug the present week. 
Conviction is inevitable. It is generally be- 
lieved every one will suffer death, 

After a desperate and bloody conflict, the 
Government troops succeeded in: capturing 
the insurgents’ position at Belleville and 
Pers la Chaise, late on Saturday nigh. 
Firing then ceased, and yesterday morning, 
on the troops advancing upon one. position 
yet held by Communists, the insurgents 
hoisted a white flag and surrendered in a 
body. Thirty-eight regiments of the line, 
belonging to McMahon’s army, returned to 
Versailles in triumpb, flying a magnificent 
banner of ‘the Republic, captured from the 
Communists. 

Versaittes, May 29—In the Assembly to- 
day Chaogarnier defended Bazaine and the 
capitulation of Metz. The Legisiature an- 
swered that all the capitulations made during 
the war would be investigated wy a council 
of war. 

The remoants of the insurrection con- 
sisting of a few scattering bands, have taken 
refuge in the Bois de Vincennes, surrounded. 

Bavsse.s, May 29—Parliament reports the 
discovery of letters from leading members of 
the Paris Commune disclosing a conspiracy 
against the government of Belgium. The 
plot was formed for insurgents escaping from 
Paris, to proceed to Brussels, where radical 
movements will be continued, &n insurrec- 
tion incited and buildings set on fire and 
the horrors of Paris repeated. 

Beuns, May 29-—-The Federal Council have 
decided in regard to the extradition of Com- 
munist Refugees that an investigation is nec- 
essary ineach case, only those will be de- 
livered to French authorities, who are proved 
guilty of ordinary crimes.

Mew Zealand. 


The British iron screw steamship City of 
Melbourne is advertised by J. U. Merrill & 
Co. to sail from this. port June 20th, fur 
Honolulu, Fiji islands, Auckland, Sydney an: 
Melbourne. The steamer is supposed tu be on 
her way now from the port of Bydney. Whe- 
ther the line will become permanent will pro- 
bably depend oa the money support in the 
way of subsidies to be obtained by the co- 
operation of Fiji, Honolulu and the eastero 
colonies of Australia. The projected line is 
entirely distinct from that in which Mr. Webb 
is ioterested. 

The proposal is, that the steamers having 
received the Victorian mails on board, shall 
start from Sydney, calling at Cape Moreton 
for Queensland mails; thence proceed to New 
Caledonia, in which case it is hoped that the 
French Government wi!l contribute to the 
subsidy, thence to Fiji, Hovolulu and San 
Francisco, retarning by the same route. 

The distance by this course from Sydney to 
San Francisco is 6,088 miles, and it is caica 
lated that the steamers can traverse it io 28 
days. By the telegraph to Cape Moreton and 
from this city to London, the latter city would 
be virtually brought into communication with 
Brisbane, Sydney and Melbourae in 27 days. 
‘fhe object in sailing the City of Melbourne, 
as advertised, seems to be to secure the sub- 
sidies which have been proffered by the coun- 
tries which would receive the greatest bene- 
fite from a line like the one described. Hono- 
lula bas promised a subsidy of £5,000. 
Queensland offers. £10,000 to the proposed 
service, and some support is expected from 
F ji. Our Island neighbors are greatly exer- 
cised on the subject of this and Mr. Webb's 
enterprise, and if their several governments 
determine to grant liberal subsidies, we may 
expect to see at least one permanent line of 
steamships, possibly two, vetween San Fran- 
cisco and these populous, thriviog, and ra~ 
pidly growing colonies.—S. F. paper.
